"hat our very ſleeping and waking, is but a kind of 

ving, and dying ; nay, Morning and Evening, is but 

n Embiem of the repreſentation of Death, and the 

efurrection, For God hath given every Man but a 


hort time to be upon Earth, ſo that upon the well 
Cing it, our well bing in Eternity depends. Where» 
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Of cbe Mortality of the Body, 
re Divines ſay, that every Hour of our Life, after 
e are Capable of receiving Laws, and knowledge | 
f Good and Evil, we mult give an Account how 
e (pend our Time, to the Judge of Men and Angels: 
herefore we muſt remember we have a great Work 
o do, many Enemies to Conquer, many Evils to pre- 
nt, many Dangers to go through, many Necetlities 
-Þo ſerve, much Good to do, many Friends to ſupport, 
1 any Poor-to relief, belides the Needs of Nature, 
nd Relation, onr Private and Publick Cares; fo that 
0d hath given every Man Work enongh to do, that 
there is no room for Idleneſs; and, yet there is room 
for Devotion : Wherefore he ſpends his Time and 
Wealth well, that imploys it in the Service of God, by 
letting a part a great Portion of it fur Religion, and 
| Ithe Neceſſity of Mens Souls, by falling up all the ſpa- 
ces of his Time with Devotion; and by taking from 
| ISicep, to imploy in this Exerciſe. 
Secondly, Let him confader that hath but little

to bevilified : Perhaps he may be cenſured and haenf 
at his firit ſetting out, but when he have made a goc 
proficiency in Goodneſs, he will be fure to overcorm 
the rage and malice of his Enemy, becauſe he kf 
made himſelt Eminent and Con(picuous, and th 
tore is admired by all that love Virtue ; becauſe he 
a Man of intire and approved Virtue, well knowr 
for a Perſon of Honour and Worth, and therefore t 
{ict envies and ceiifures abate, becauſe he hath long 
exerciſed Virtue and Goodneſs, with great AQtivit 
and Courage, Prudence and Wiſdom : Thus M»ſes after 
his long Meckneſs and invincible Fidelity to the Je 
Nation, was in the cloſe of his Life moft exceeding 
Honoured by all People, and injoyed a veneration © 
high Degree; for his Glory ſurmounted the rage of 
Enemies; and he will for ever continue Immortally 
thining throughout all Kingdoms and Ages.

Pride aimeth at the utmoft height 
of Eſteem and Honour, and is feed by its own Beauty 
and Glory, yet Fooliſhly undermineth the Perſon it 
would advance, with the greateſt baſeneſs and ſhime 
imaginable ; it devours the Beauty which ought to fecd 
it, and deftroys the Glory in which it delights. The 
higher the preater, the more perfectly Glorious and 
led the Perlon is that is exalted, is the baſcnets and 
ngratitude of Pride, and is therefore the dregs of 
mpiety ; and forfits and renounces all delights, and 
dlacke!'s whatſoever might appear auſpicious, which 
provokes deteitation in all that delight in the Trutin, 
or this turns the brigthneſs of Seraphims into the abv- 
tinations of D-vils. 
Fifthly, Some Men imperfectly Virtuous abhor 0+ 
hers, for being more excellent than themſelves, at 
alt, for being more Honourable and more Proſpe- 
ous ; but this proceeds from a naughty and a vitious 
eart, un2cquainted with the Truth ot Goodnrts, and 
e true Ainity of real Virtue : For true Goodnels is

ite Felicity in their Daily view, they know their Du» 
y, and their Mafter, and the infinite value of their 
puls, and have a fore taſt of intcrior Bliſs : Being 
F cquainted 


F melting with thefe nor flinching at any Temporal di 
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acquainted with the true Habits of Divine Grace, 
are as it were, prone to Celeftial. Epicuriſme, ( i 
may. be premitted ſo to ſpeak ) by being really en 
yaged in the true Study of Felicity. A Pious 
hath great Treaſures, high Hononrs, pure Pleaſure: 
having a true taſt of infinite Delights ; but is not ra» 
vithed with Temporal Plcaſures nor Treaſures 3 not 


ſtreſſes; for neither of theſe can move the fixed Mind 
of a true good Man, for his Thoughts Divine are up 
on higher Objects, for his inward Stature is mira 
lous, and his Complexion Divine; he pities poor vit 
ous Princes, that are oppreſſed with Heavy Crow 
of Vanity, whether of Gold or Emralds, whoſe Sc 
ought to be endued with Generous and Noble Prin 
ciples, that they may be worthy the infinite perfeRi 
ons of the great God, who giveth lib:rally to 
Men, and uppraideth not ; and would have all Men 
dued with Divine and deep Delights, that they may þ 
eminent and conſpicuous in the true exerciſe of eve 
Virtue, and be Cloathed with great Activity, Cou 
and Prudence, to overcome their Enemics, and in 
herit the Benefits of their own Virtues, in the Peac 
aul Tranquility of a happy Condition ; by being Lik 
ral and Kind, Humble and Chearful, Rejoycing at 
Cruſting exceedingly in God ; then ſhall their Sou 
be even now as happy, as it they had taken Poftef] 
on of Heaven. Having taken that City, as it w

fat is of moment to Salvation, unleG they ſhould 
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unhappily be Aliens to Felicity, bybeing Foreigners to 
the Truth ; but that they may in iis Light learn to 7 
(ce the true Light, that enlightnety every one that

ence; tor it may be oblerved, no Man had ail Excel> 
ency and Felicity in this one Perſon or Power:Therefore 
here is but few Wile and Good Men that would change 
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Conditions entirely with any Man in the World, for 


though ſome there are that would defi;e the Wealth [| 


.of one Man added to himſelf, or the Power of another, 
and the Learning of a third; yet, ſtill he would re- 
ceive thele in his own Perſon, becanſe he loves that 


beſt, and therefore efteems that moſt, tho we defirel 


the Wealthy to Iirich us, the Powerful to Pro+ 


rect us, and the Witty to Delight us. Let us con-T 


fider, that in the Fortune of a P:ince, there is not the 
courſe Robes of Beggary, but there is infinite Cares, 
Fears and Dangers; therefore the State of Af tion 
is a School of Virtue, wherein therc is the Exerciſe of 
Wildom, the Tryal of Patience, and the wining a 
-Crbwn ; for this may be faid to be the Gate of 
(Glory. 

Fifthly. Therefore we may not expect to be better 
treated than the Apoſtles, and Saints ; nay, than the 
Son of the Eternal God, the Heir of both the Worlds. 
'Aﬀiction is oftentime the occalions of Temporal ad- 
vantages, as well as Spiritualz an it we imploy our 
G-ace and Realon well it will deliver us from extream 
MNeceſſitys, and it you will not otherwiſe be Cured :| 
If you improve your time w.!l, God will deliver you 
In his due thne, it it be for his Glory and your Good, 
for his Power can SanCtifh: Poverty to you, and make 
It become as neccfiary as Riches ; for tho Poverty 
mikes a Man diſpiled, and contemptable, and expoſed 
£o a Thouſand Inſolencies of evil Perſons, and leaves 
tiem defenceleſs; yet, it may make them look up 
£> God, and tru'!t more firmly in him the Rock of 
their Strength, who will moſt certainly deliver them 
F-om the cruelty of a'l Wicked Perſons : Wherefore 
it is ſaid of Poverty, that it is the Siſter of a good 
Mind, the Parent of (ober Councel, the Nurſe of all 
Virtue ; and this is really true, a great Eftate has great 
Nrofes, and a mean Fortune has ſmall ones; for Riches 
often bread a Diſcaſe in the Souls of them that long 
cer them, and admire them with too much cgar- 
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1eſs when they have them, for Riches are great dangers

Not that it is Unlawful to defice to be like God, buty 
to _aſpice to the Perfection in a forbidden way, by 
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Diſobedience and following, our own. Inventions, by 
ſeeking to the Creatures in oppoſition to the great 
Creator, A Magnanimous Soul if we reſpect its Capa- 
city, is an immovable Sphere of Power and Know- 
ledge, far greater than all Worlds, by its Virtue and 
Power that it paſſeth through all things, the Centre 


of the Earth, and through all exiſtencies; and all.

Trifles in compariſon of his true Obje&t, the great 
Almighty, whoſe Tranſcendent Goodneſs deſendeth 
in full Showers upon all Men, by his communitive 
Goodneſs which is freely extended to every Man.
